The man who gave authorities

At the conclusion of his formal 


statement announcing the killing 
Purvis was asked: 


"Who now is Public Enemy No. 


1." 


"We .still have a Helluva lot of

The chief agent left here last 


night for an unannounced destina- 
tion.
